LONDONERS CALL 


FOR SUNDAY SPORT 


Ask County Council to Allow 


Cricket, Tennis and Other 


Games in Public Parks 


London. June 14.—Many people 


are demanding that the London Coun- 
ty Council allow the playing of cricket, 
tennis and other games in the parks 
on Sundays. 
The movement has the 


support of most of the 
newspapers, 


and not a few of the clergy. They say 
that if people go to church In the 
morning they ought to be allowed 
to play games in the afternoon. 


"Ix>ndon spent iyesterday out of 


doors'," says the Daily Chronicle. "It 
was a perfect Surday 
for 
games. 


Every private cricket ground, bowl- 
ing green and tennis ground was oc- 
cupied. The only grounds where tennis 
was forbidden were those controlled 
by the London County council. While 
several members of the County Coun- 
cil themselves play tennis on Sunday 
they prohibit others from doing so 
in the public parks. 
Thousands of 


young men and women who would 
ha\e played but for the County Coun- 
cil kill-joy ban, dwadled about doing 
nothing. 
"It is the same with cricket. The 


thousands of pitches controlled by 
the County Council are not allowed 
to be used on Sunday, and bojs were 
standing about smoking cigarets who 
would have been plajing games but 
for the Sabbatarian fetish: 'No games 
on Sundays.' 
Thertf is a growing 


storm of public anger at this pro- 
hibition of Sunday games." 


"I .shall certainly see the triumph 


of this movement for Sunday games," 
said a reformer who is behind the 
moxcment. "In England every Briton 
1'fs the right to get drunk, if he 
vc.:it3 to, between certain hours on 
Sunday. It is absurd to permit a man 
t" get drunk on Sunday but prohibit 
him fr*m playing games in the public 
paries on Sundav. A man cannot get 
drunk while playing games. 
There- 


fore I am for games on Sunday it only 
la the interest of temperance."

New York, July 2. — America will

English sports lovers line the banks 
of the Thames on July 5 for the first 
day's rowing 
of the Royal English 


Henley regatta. 
Walter Hoover 
of 


Duluth, a boyish national champion, 
sailed from here a month ago to at- 
tempt 
to 
do that which only one 


American out of eight that have tried, 
succeeded in—bringing to this side of 
the Atlantic the traditional Diamond 
Singles Sculls. 
He must defeat the 


strongest competitors in the world to 
win. 


Before going 
to England Hoover 


won the Gold Challenge cup at Phil- 
adelphia and in doing so shattered the 
record for that event 
and defeated 


Hilton 
Belyea, 
Canadian 
national 


champion. The repulse turned Belyea i 
from the Diamond Sculls which he 
had previously entered. 
( 
Whether British (enthusiasts have 


justification for insisting that Eng- 
land ''taught the world to row" and 
to speak of their boaters a» the "very 
great war lords 
of 
the oars" will 


not be determined by the Henley re- 
gatta, since the field in 
the other 


seven races is confined, more or less, 
to the British Isles and scattered con- 
tinental aspirants. 


The Henley Program- 


The program consists of eight-oar- 


ed, four-oared, pairs and singles shells 
and sculls, named: Grand Challenge, 
Thames Challenge, 
Stewards' Chal- 


lenge, 
Visitors' Challenge, 
.Wyford 


Challenge and Silver Goblets' cup and 
the Ladies' Challenge Plate. American 
universities at various times 
in the 


past have entered crews in some of 
these events, scoring two victories out 
of six attempts. 
The length of the course—the start 


is from below the island near Henley 
to the upper end of Phyllis Court— 
is about one mile, 550 yards, and is 
150 feet broad from end to end. The 
large number of entries in the past 
has caused as many aa 70 heats to 
be rowed, since the governing com- 
mittee prohibits competition between 
more than two crews at one time and 
if a preliminary ends in a dead heat 
neither crew is qualified and both must 
row again. 


Lurid tales of the first races and 


volumes of history written about the 
Royal Henley have so hedged It in 
with restrictions and oddities that it 
is peculiar among the sporting classics 
of the world. If there is only one entry 
in an event, or if all but one entry 
default, then the lone crew or single 
boatman must go 
ox-er the course 


alone to have the victory enscrolled 
on the emblem and to retain it for 
a year. 


Any entry open to the least suspi- 


cion of the professionalism is thor- 
oughly investigated. The entries must 
be " slmon pure" amateurs of the 
most pristine variety. Those "employ- 
er in or about boats" in any capacity 
are barred.

Further than that, however, any 


I "who is or has been by trade or em- 
ployment for wages a mechanic, ar- 
tisan, or laborer, or engaged in any 
menial duty" Is taboo. He who would 
row in the Royal Henley must exhibit 
a pedigree proving not only that he 
has never performed a tnenial service 
but college crews trained in the final 
days of preparation by professional 
coaches are not sufficiently amateur 
to be entered. 


According to the regulations every 


competitor 
"must 
wear 
complete 


clothing from the shoulders to the 
knees. Including a sleeved Jersey" and 
each boat, under penalty of disquali- 
fication, must carry, at start, a flag 
showing its colors at the bow. No 
entry can compete in two events. 


In certain of the events the same 


men have tried for years to obtain a 
cup. 
some succeeding after as long a 


pursuit as 20 years. Others \vno com- 
peted for a decade 
and then sur- 


rendered for several years have re- 
turned to the Royal Henley ajid after 
as many as half a dozen ir.ore at- 
tcm;itr finally have won. 


In the annals of the regatta close 


finishes in which the winner has led 
l.y one-fourth, one-third and one-half 
a length and as little as two and three 
feet are common. That the race has 
resulted in progress in rowing meth-

120,000,000. 


Attractive as are these parks. they 


by no means cover the resources of 
the Etato for purposes of summer rest 
and recreation. In tact, they are but 
a email part ot them, 
oven when

fleld and Sharon Springs and Saratoga. 
are excluded. There are, for example, 
the delightful regions surrounding the 
Finger Lakes in Central Now York, 
tha Onleda lake section and, in our 
own county the romantic, historic 
and strikingly beautiful Otsego lake 
region.

The Program. 


A program of sdll Improvement for 


New York state naturally imposes, It 
la pointed out, a necessity for definite 
and systematic knowledge of the soils. 
The soils of Now York state differ 
widely in their productivity and the 
factors that make a soil productive 
aro likewise \ariable, soil men say. 
The most Important factors Influenc- 
ing crop production they say are the 
physical condition, chemical condition, 
and the biological condition of the 
Boil coordinated with the climate of 
the region. Jt Is upon this basis that 
the classification of tho soils is de- 
termined. 


In following tho present plan of 


surveying if possible two counties a 
year, the order of selection will be de- 
termined largely by tho apparent need 
for information regarding tho charac- 
ter of the soila insofar us the knowl- 
edge accumulated may he related to 
tho solution of soil problems Involv- 
ing the stnto as a whole. 


As the work progresses, It Is expect- 


ed that all of the that portion of New 
York state consisting of agricultural 
lane], or potential agricultural land, 
will be covered by detailed soil sur- 
veys.

State School at Delhi Graduates Eigh- 


teen in Course—Program for 1923

The State School of Agriculture and 


Domestic Science at Delhi has Just 
completed the first year of the Rural 
Teachers' Training course, which last 
September was inaugurated in that 
institution. 
Excellent work was done 


by the students, and eighteen mem- 
bers have graduated with high stand- 
ing. 


The course is especially adapted to 


bringing the teacher into sympathy 
with rural life and giving her such 
knowledge 
of 
rural 
conditions as 


will enable her to give the best serv- 
ice to her district, 
A renewable cer- 


tificate can be obtained by all who 
take this year's course at the State 
school. 
Thereafter the license will 


be limited to three years with credit 
given at the formal for work done 
in the Teachers' training course. 


Entrance credentials are a four- 


year High school diploma, a regents' 
diploma or regular training class ex- 
amination requirements. 
The course 


of 'tudy embraces rural socioloey, 
lii-voholofjy, methods, school mam^"- 
laint, 
arithmetic, 
English. 
United 


States History, drawing and elemen- 
tary agriculture in the fall term and 
arithmetic, geography, 
English, ele- 


mentary agriculture, school law, home 
making, industrial arts and physilogy 
in the spring term. Observation work 
will be, done in the grades o'f the 
Delhi schools. 


A larger part of the practice work 


is done by the students actually tench- 
ing in rural schools approved by the 
district superintendent, the regular 
teacher and the training class instruc- 
tor acting as critics.

work is for two weeks in the spring, 
the student observing for a short 
time in the school where she is to do 
her actual practice.
